Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The 
Examiner initiated a telephone interview with the Applicant's representative, Ms. Stiltner (Reg. No. 62,979), in order to 
offer an Examiner's Amendment to expedite prosecution. The Examiner suggested "a compression method selection 
unit for selecting from a plurality of compression modes" to be - a compresion method selection unit for selecting from 
a plurality of compression methods ~ for each of the claims 2-5 [e.g. see claim 2 at lines 12-13]. The Examiner also 
suggested "from compression methods in plurality" to be — from compression methods in the plurality - for each of the 
claims 2-5 [e.g. see claim 2 at line 19]. After contacting the Applicant, an agreement to the proposed amendment was 
reached [the proposed amendment for an Examiner's Amendment is attached to this Office Action].
